The writer of these lines be- 
lieves that the two cities will join 
to such an extent that he has in- 
vested so much money in The 
News plant that his friends in the 
printing and publishing business 
are firm in the opinion that there 
is one man in the business’ gone 
crazy—and that that man Is own- 
er of The Upland News. 

If it weren't for the hope of 
greater things, why continue? If 
this West End section and its 
people have no greater ambition 
than has thus far been obtained, 
why not draw the curtain and pass 
out? It may be a long time after 
the inscription, “for his money he 
worked like a horse, and spent it 
like an ass,” has been placed up- 
‘on the tombstone of the meek 
writer of these lines; it may be 
jn that day when his sons and 
perhaps his grandsons are still 
continuing this business, which 
was brought into being by their 
grandfather or great grandfather— 
but just as sure as the idea of 
consolidation is gradually spread- 
ing with the change in population 
in both towns, just as sure will 
time see the idea. carried into ef- 
fect.

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Annual Meeting Renews 
Interest In Building of 
Greater and Better City 


Supervisor Gene Grier 


Advances Idea of Up- 


land Joining Ontario in One Great West 
End City. Many Opinions Expressed 


Bringing words of encourage- 
ment in “carrying on’; advocat- 
ing many worth-while city develop- 
ments and improvements, as well 
as giving some two hundred and 
fifty people a delightful and in- 
teresting evening, the annual 
meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, with President P. H. Me- 
Quillen as toastmaster, was held 
in the Home Economics Depart- 
ment Building dining room of 
Chaffey Union High School on 
Tuesday evening. 


The keynote of the evening was 
probably sounded by County Su- 
pervisor C. E. Grier, prominent 
resident of Upland, when he de- 
clared that the biggest thing be- 
fore the Upland Chamber of Com- 


united West End community. 


Ontario, the speaker pointed 
out, is a proven manufacturing 
district and by its diversified in- 
dustries has proven itself a Class 
A town: 

“Why, then,” he asked, “is it 
not good business for us to co- 
operate with ® Ontario. Let the 
prospective manufacturer locate 
his factory along the Southern Pa- 
cific or Union Pacific lines, and 
tell him when he is ready to 
build his home to look us over. 

“By such a union we will not 
lose one asset that we have and 
will gain many new residents and 
citizens. This union can be work- 
ed out under a charter form of 
government, allowing Upland to 
maintain its identity and permit- 
ting proper representation on the 
city council and by such a union 
Upland will profit more than On- 
‘ario. 

“The time has come for Ontario 
-nd Upland to forget the past and 
to consider the future. The great- 
est prosperity lies in union,” de- 
clared Supervisor Grier in closing. 

Nor was Mr. Grier the only 
speaker of the evening to take a 
firm stand for the consolidation 
program. As chairman of the eve- 
ning, President P. H. McQuilien 
complimented the supervisor on 
his courageous stand for a better 
and broader community in the 
face of old bug-a-boos and fears, 
and declared himself firmly be- 
hind the movement. 

“This future of ours is not 
alone the future of Upland or of 
any small section. We must be 
one big community,’ declared 
President McQuillen. “By such a 
union we have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose.” 

The fine spirit of co-operation 
and good-will which so strongly 
marked tonight’s gathering was 
perhaps first evidenced when Pres- 
ident McQuillen, in introducing 
“oward M. Shattuck, president of 
the Ontario Chamber of Com- 
merce, declared that the time was 
at hand’ when Uplanders had come 
to appreciate the people living 
south of “the Mason and Dixon 
line,” and referred to the head 
of the neighboring chamber as a 
real representative of the entire 
West End. 

In a brief response, Mr. Shat- 
tuck declared himself glad to 
greet his neighbors, adding that 
for his part he had always preach- 
ad one town and meant to Con- 
tinue so to do whether it was liked 
or not. That this met with the 
approval of the assemblage was 
evident from the applause. 

The same note was again sound- 
od by Dr. Ralph B. Larkin, pres- 
ent resident of Upland, and a 
number of years ago pastor of 
Bethel Congregational Church, On- 
tario, when he declared that he 
was glad to come back to this 
community, and pointed out that 
when he said community he spoke 
of it in the singular. In his prief 
remarks, Dr. Larkin urged that 
in its activities the chamber lay 
wreater stress on a better rather 
than a bigger town, pointing out 
the many advantages a city. of 
moderate size has over a large 
city. 

B. W. Spencer, secretary of the 
Ontario Chamber, recited briefly 
the splendid spirit of co-operation 
existing between the booster 
bodies in-the two Cities. He de- 
clared that Ontario and Upland 
were already one community in 
chamber_of commerce work, since 
it Rad been found that the inter 


ests of the two were identical and 


that real service is possible only 
through co-operation. 

“Whatever adequately repre- 
sents Upland, the same adequate- 
ly represents Ontario, and vice 
versa,” declared Mr. Spencer. “And 
so far as chamber of commerce 
co-operation can get together for 
a better community, so far we 
have made a big gain.”

Double Avenue Through Rialto 


To open up the Arrow Route through Rialto 
ion a straight line would involve considerable 
expense and likewise would leave both Rialto 
avenue and First street off the route of travel.

and professional men, salaried per- 
sons, wage earners and farmers 
were advised by Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue Rex B. Goodcell, 
to present to themselves for con- 
sideration the following questions. 

Did you receive any interest on 
bank deposits? 

Have you any property from 
which you receive rent? 

Did you receive any income in 
the form of dividends or interest 
from stocks and bonds? 

Did you receive any bonuses 
during the year? 

Did you make any profit on the 
sale of real estate, stocks, bonds, 
ete.? 

Did you act as broker in any 
transaction for which you receiy- 
ed a commission? 

Are you interested in any part- 
nership or other firm from which 
you receive income? 

Have you any income from roy- 
alties or patents? 

Have you any 
who are working? 

Have you control of the earn- 
ings of such children? If so, the 
amount must be included in the 
parent’s return of income. 

Has your wife any income from 
any source whatever? If so, it 
must be included in your return, 
or reported in a separate return 
of income. 

Did you receive any directors’ 
fees or trustees’ fees in the course 
of the year? 

Did you hold any office in a 
benefit society from which you re- 
ceived income? 

Answers to these questions are 
necessary in the filing of a cor-

eirect income tax return, Collector 


Goodcell declared. 

If single (or married and not 
living with wife or husband) and 
the net income was $1,000, or 
more, or the gross income $5,000, 
or more, or if married and living 
with husband or wife and the 
couple’s net income was $2,500, 
or more, or the gross income was 
$5,000, or more, a return is re- 
quired. ‘The fact that the income 
may not be taxed by reason of 
the personal exemptions—$1,000 
for single persons, $2,500 for mar- 
ried persons, plus the $400 credit 
for each dependent—does not al- 
ter this requirement. 

Persons whose net income was 
$5,000, or less, and was derived 
chiefly from salary or ' wages, 
should ask for Form 1040-A. Those 
whose net income was in excess 
of $5,000, or, regardless of the 
amount, was derived from  busi- 
professional or farming, 
should ask for Form 1040. 

“Pile your return today and 
avoid the rush,” Collector Goodcell 
advised.

While in no way belittling air- 
craft activity accomplishments, the 
Admiral declared that the general 
opinion of naval men was that the 
future value of this branch is be- 
ing considerably overestimated.

the indispensable value of the 
Navy in time of earthquake an.l 
similar disasters in foreign lands, 
where American lives and Ameri- 
can interests are in danger. 

“The American naval vessel is 
the first to arrive and the last to 
leave in times of disaster and 
trouble,” declared Admiral Roberi- 
son in closing. 

Captain A. H. Woodbine, com- 
mander of the second sub-district, 
United States Naval Reserve, with 
headquarters in Los Angeles, 
spoke briefly of that organization, 
declaring its mission to be that of 
handling reserves as @ voluntary 
organization to suppisment' the 
Navy in times of emergency, con- 
sisting principally n training men 
in the fundamentals of naval ac- 
tivity. He expressed the convic- 
tion that his district has the best 
reserve force in the United States. 

P. H. McQuillen, president of 
the Upland Chamber of Commerce, 
‘spoke briefly, reiterating the de- 
sire of the body which he repre- 
sents that Upland become yet 
more closely affiliated with On- 
tario and expressed the conviction 
that the union of the two cities 
will mean the opening of an ave 
nue of yet greater endeavor and 
accomplishment.

sion yesterday afternoon at Hotel 
Casa Blanca. 

Miss Helen Sinclair of the hos- 
pital staff was the speaker of the 
afternoon, and at the close of her 
talk the Rotarians voted unani- 
mously to sponsor an entertain- 
ment to be put on by patients of 
the institution at Chaffey Auditor- 
ium on the evening of Feb. 13. 

Miss Sinclair declared that the 
coming entertainment was not to 
be given for the purpose of rais- 
ing money, but rather to give the 
children an opportunity to ex- 
press themselves, a very Importr 
ant matter in the program of 
their development, and better to 
acquaint the public at large with 
the work of the institution. 

Since the founding of the ortho- 
pedic hosp‘tal, it has handled the 
cases of 6,000 crippled children 
and 3,000 of these it is still in 
touch with. It was at this hos- 
pital that Onis Stewart, crippled

the town of Austin, in response to 
a voice which injected itself upon 
*-his thoughts, he resolved “to take 
God into partnership,” was the 
. declaration of Dr. Floyd I. Beck- 
with, long-time friend and pres- 
<ent associate of the cheese man, 
in a talk Tuesday afternoon be 
fore the forum luncheon meeting 
“of the Ontario Chamber of Com- 
merce at the Hotpoint Club. 
The speaker declared that Mr. 
Kraft had kept his covenant made 
_at that time and that ever since 
“" prosperity had smiled on his un- 
dertakings. Dr. Beckwith recited 
‘fn interesting fashion the estab- 
lishment of cheese manufacturing 
plants in Idaho, in which he play- 
ed an important part. The prob- 
lem of the Idaho farmer with huge 
acreage and bountiful crops was 
the successful marketing of those 
‘crops with transportation odds 
against him. The concentration of 


« 


his products to eliminate bulk in 
shipping was the solution and the 
establishment of cheese factories 
did the trick. .The Kraft cheese 
factory at Pocotella, Ida. is now 
said to be the second largest con- 
cern of its kind in the world, and 
there are as well 17 subsidiary 
plants in the state. In closing his 
remarks, Dr. Beckwith declared 
that the same thing can be done 
in Southern California with equal- 
ly gratifying results. 


J. L. Lemon of Los Angeles, 
western manager of the Kraft 
Cheese Company, recited some- 
thing: of the history of cheese, 
whick' was first made some ’200 
yearg.before Christ. He deciared 
that “while Wisconsin had long 
been the leading dairying state of 
the Union, producing 67 per cent 
of the cheese consumed in the 
United States, the western states 
are rapidly coming into their own. 

The speaker predicted a. marked 
increase in cheese consumption in 
the United States, pointing out 
that while its consumption in this 
country during the year 1923 was 
four pounds per capita, in Eur- 
ope the consumption ranges from 
15 to 27 pounds per capita. 


The talks were illustrated by a 
motion picture showing the origin 
of theese, which was discovered 
by accident, and the entire pro- 
cess of its manufacture and mar- 
keting. 

H. M. Shattuck, chamber of 
commerce president, opened the 
meeting and turned it over to 
Secretary B. W. Spencer, who 
served as chairman of the day.

Mayor S. W. MeNabb of San 
Bernardino has been nominat- 
ed by President Coolidge as 
United States District Attor- 
ney of the Southern District 
of California. 
was sent to the senate, where 
confirmation will probably be 
made within a week or so. 

The nominating of Mayor 
MeNabb by President Coolidge 
for the office is virtually an 
appointment, as the Senate 
rarely ignores the President’s 
recommendations of law, en- 
forcement officers. 

Mayor McNabb was notified 
of his nomination by Senator 
Samuel -M. Shortridge, who 
stated that the nomination had 
been referred to the Senate ju- 
diciary committee and that he 
would request an early report. 

Mayor McNabb will resign 
as mayor as soon as his nomi- 
nation is confirmed. 

Mayor MeNabb will succeed 
U.-S. Attorney Joe Burke, 
whose resignation was tender- 
ed several weeks ago. 

Mr. McNabb was_ recom- 
mended to President Coolidge 
by Republican County Central 
Committee of Los Angeles and 
in turn by other Republican 
organizations in all counties of 
the Southern District. 

As a youth Mr. McNabb 
eame to California in 1887 
from Maquoketa, Iowa, settling 
in San Francisco. Later he 
moved to Los Angeles and, in 
the fall of 1887, he came to 
San Bernardino where he was 
employed as a printer on the 
San Bernardino Courier, now 
the Sun. In 1889 Mr. MeNabb 
returned to Iowa to study law 
in the office of D. A. Wyn- 
koop, one of the prominent at- 
torneys of Iowa. 

Returning to California in 
1895, Mr. McNabb continued 
to study law and work at his 
trade as a printer on the Sun. 
In 1902, he was appointed un- 
dersheriff to Sheriff John C. 
Ralphs, one of the county’s 
famed officers. As undersher- 
iff Mr. MeNabb served six 
years and was known as an 
effiicent officer, participating 
in a score of famous cases. 

Mr. MeNabb will reside in 
Los Angeles when his appoint- 
ment is effected. The salary 
of the office is $7000 annually.
